Ho waa taken to 
tho hospital in a wagon and from lust ao- 
oonnta was very low, nob being expected to 
survive many hours. Bo was a stran|i;er to 
all who saw his poor mutilated form. He 
wore the clothes of a workiogman.

West Kootenay has ao* 
cording to returns, shipped dur- 
ing the past twelve months silver 
ore to the value of $400,000, bosidoa gold 
$1,175,000, lead $180,000, and copper 
$15,000, or a total of §770,000. 
Silver ere averaging over $I0Q.a ton is being 
shipped ont of the Slooan country at tho 
rate of between 200 and 300 tons a week. 
The Naknsp & Slooan railway has given 
facilities to these mines whioh have bad the 
effect of assisting dovolopmont by giving a 
good outlet for tho product. Some idea of 
tho value of those doposils may bo gathered 
from tho fact that from five mines in the 
Slooan from Sept. 13 to Nov. 'J5 5175,000 
wau tho net amount rocoivod for their out- 
put. 'I'hon as an examplo of tho richest it 
niny bo elated that tho Slooan Star has a 
vein averaging from 1 lo VI feot in width 
and aaaaying from 100 oz to 450 oz. In sil- 
ver, tbo Fisher Maiden with a vein 16 
inches wide showing 350 lo 500 ounces. 

In tho Nolaon diatricl tho f imoua Silver 
King mine is shipping ton tons a day of 
high class ore out of an output 
of thirty tons a day. This ore 
runs about ?100 a ton. Throo or four thous- 
and tons aro on tho dump at the mine. 

In a very few days tho lino smelter just 
completed at Pilot Hay, on Kootenay lake, 
will bo in operation. It has one stack with 
a capacity of 80 tons a day and with the ad- 
dition of stacks can bo mado to handle at 
least 450 tons a day. Boasters, oonoentra. 
tor and everything are oomplete.and of the 
most madsrn type. Over $500,000 have 
boon expended on this smelter and the 
Bluo Boll mine owned by the same psoplei 
A reCnory for the lead will be added to the 
plant, 'L'ho Blue Bell mino itself eun yield 
an output of over 100 tons a day, and 
carriage down the lake by wator gives an 
economical method of getting the oio to tho 
smelter. 

As a result of tho vory satiafaotory show- 
ing of tho minoa last year, the ginoial trade 
of tho province cannot but bonott, Tho 
outlook is brighter oven for next yetir, whoa 
ib ia anticipated, and with good reason, that 
the silver output will be greatly inoreased.

ESIDES tlio ninny 
hniulsomo biiildingg 
wlioso constiuctiuii 
was begun townrd^ 
the oloso of 189:!, 
many others Imvo 
arisen in Victoria dur- 
ring the year that 
has just closed. The 
domnnd that sot in two or three years 
ago for a better class of dwellings designud 
and built un modern principles, wns h oil 
maintiiiiiL'd all through the year, and thu 
building record on the wliolo niiiy bu 
cons'durud satisfactory, aa ahowiiig the 
growing nooda of thu city and its stability 
aa a business centre . 

Turning first to the dwellings, it will 
be seon on looking at the appended list 
that quite a number of high class real 
donees have been erected. In moat of 
these tlio bi autiful native wooda of the 
Province liavo boon freely used for the 
ititorior linisliing, while artistic tile work, 
improved niolhods of ventilation and 
heating, and other ideas in keeping with 
modern tastes, and requirements have 
been followed. 

Among other structures erected during 
the year may be noticed the handsome 
thrco-story brick building of the A.O. U. 
\y., on Yates street, ivith its fine ab'soni- 
bly hall and lodge rooms. The Provincial 
Govenuuont buildings have made a con- 
siderable advance, and now give a good 
idea of the massive beauty of the design. 
The main building now rises two stories 
above the foundation, and the foundations 
of the winga have been completed also 
during the year, the expenditure during 
that period being in the neighborhood of 
SloO,000. It may bo noted' that though 
tho .Suulh Park and North ward schools 
appeared in the list of buildings for 1893, 
moat of the work upon them was really 
done in 18^4, and would represent at the 
least $30,000. The new Pemberton 
gymnasium at the Central school, built 
with the bequest of the late J. D. Pem- 
berton, ia a good example that might bo 
followed by public spirited citizens of 
means. Among the buildings erected by 
the Corporation of Viotoiia, are the new 
brick morgue near tbe city market, and 
the electric Jight station, a brick building 
estimated by the architect, Mr. Keith, at 
sonio ?10,000. Thi.'i contains tho ma- 
chinery for tho new ole<;trio plant thit 
will give tho city an addition of over 100 
street lights, the whole sum for biiilding, 
machinery and line building being pro- 
vided by a loan of $56,0UO. The cold 
storage plant put in by the Victoria Cold 
Storage & Ice Co. ia the opening up of 
an industry that has been found indis- 
pensable for tho proper storage of pro- 
duce, moat and lish, especially since tho 
halibut lishory is now assuming large 
dimensions. Tho dwellings and other 
buildings erected in I .S!J t make up a total 
of about ¥320.000. To this might very 
properly be added tho expenditure on the 
extension of the city's 8ewera!.'o system 
at an estimated cost of nearly 8100,000. 

Daring IS;)."! the wo-.-k on the new ixint 
(iliicc and custoni hoiu'e vrill begin, tho 
contract having already been lot. When 
completed these buildings are expected 
to cost about $200,000. There is every 
likelihood that another new school will 
bo buili in Victoria W«st , to meet the 
growing requirements there; then thero 
will bo tho imprnvonients to tho City 
waterworks, for which ^iIOO,000 has been 
voted by tho rat-payors, and tho con- 
struction of the I'roviiicial Govornmont 
buildings will also be continued. These 
are some of the works t>) go on in 1895.

VICTORIA CUSTOMS 



Show That the Trade of Victoria Has 
Hot Suffered lireatly By the 
"Hard Times "

The statistics of tho Victoria custom 
lioiiso for tlio year of JH!I4, an abstract of 
which is given below, sliow that Victoria 
has held her share of trade despite the 
pressure of hard times. Though the 
total of colleotiouB is considerably lower 
than that of 1893, the drop has not been 
in the general trade but chiefly in what is 
commonly described as the " Chinese rev- 
enue." Very few immigrants arrived 
from tlio Orient in 189-t — in fact this 
cla.ss cif imniigration was entirely sus- 
[icnded during' several montlis — and tliu 
per capita tax receipts have therefore 
been viiy light. The conspicuous cause 
of tho declino is, however, the suspension 
of the imjiortation of crude opium, tho 
Victoria inanufacturing tirins since tho 
coming into cli'dct of the new Cnitod 
States tarill' having abandoned tomporor- 
arily the preparation uf the drug which 
heretofore has been an important indus- 
try. Fpward.i of ?100,00U in duties on 
crude upiuni has thus been lost to tlie 
cUHtoin house revenue during the year. 
At present roprosientations are being 
undo to Ottawa witii tho object of secur- 
ing tlio admission Jcf the ball covering as 
woll as clio rough wrapper in which the 
raw opium arrives ; should these be efl'nc- 
tive the niaiiufactuio of opium will bo 
resumed and the customs collections will 
benelit materially.

Is tho 
department an it is at present constituted, 
capable of protecting the lives and pro- 
perty of citizens should a conflagration 
occur ? Tho chief of the department ad- 
mits that- it is not ; the residents of Vic- 
toria West sharo hia opinion ; and tho 
providing of a remedy will be oiic of tlio 
tirst tasks set tliu iiiconiiiig city council. 
Just nine years ago tho jiros-.-nt jiart-paid 
part-call fire department was orgtmized at 
the request of tho veteran volunteer 
liremen. The change was made oa ac- 
count of the growth of the city and tho 
large number of fires roquirint; tlie atton- 
tioh of mod whoso best years had been 
spent in answering tho suiiunoiia to risk 
lives and health in the work of protectitii,' 
tlio homes of tliuir neighbors. The tire 
losses during the last year of the volun- 
teer department amounted to $126,000, a 
large sum for a city of Victoria's size. 
Duritif,' tho succeedint; nine years tho 
losses have averaf,'ed annually, 
1891 heading the list with losses estimat- 
ed at So7,OtO. Tho city is in many ro 
spoots ill the saiiio position to-day .-io far 
as protection against liro is concerned, as it 
was nine years ago when tho buildings 
covered an area much loss extensive and 
well within tho reach of the tiro depart- 
inoiit. Tiie good work done by tho firo- 
mon in the business portion of tho city, 
is convincing p oof of their ellioiuncy 
under tho most trying ciicumstances. 

Three notable tires engaged their unit- 
ed etl'ort.i in IHOl — at Jacob Sohl's resi- 
dence and futiiituro factory, tbe Weatsido 
diygoods store and Marymont'a clothing 
otore. III every instance the fires were 
confined to the buildini^s in which they 
originated. In Victoria West, .ind oast 
of Fernwood road, sovernl buildings 
wore completely destroyed through tho 
lack of protection of any description. 
With a largo number of brick and atone 
buildings in tho fire limits the records 
fail to show the destniotion of one struc- 
ture of this description during nine years. 

In pointintr out the requirements of the 
city, the head of tho li u department con- 
siders the preR.iuro of water insutlioient, 
and recommeiida tho placing of a station- 
ary pumping engine at tho now electric 
light station. With mains throughout 
the bnsiness district volumes of salt 
water might be obtained suflicient to sup- 
preaa any I'lo that should endanger the 
whole city. Tho " call" tiro department 
ia considered inadequate for tlio needs of 
a city and tho chief asks for a anialler 
force, to bo constantly on duty. That 
the city has outgrown its Bre department 
is not to be wondered at when the losses 
are so insignificant, in comparison with 
thoso of otlior cities. Adversity attacks 
a city in the same maimer that ' : over 
conies an individuid. Lack of foretnoiight 
cannot bo properly realized until a cal- 
amity recalls individuals to a proper real- 
ization of the careless indiilurence to- 
wards things frequently averted by tho 
merest chance. 'Throughout tho cities of 
tho Unitcil States firo losses aro counted, 
yearly, by millions of dollar.!, in all 
business centres tho ash heap rises higher 
and liiglior in spile < f the countless im- 
provoments to guiird the hoiiies and 
wealth of tho people. Victoria lias in 
tho past been most fortunate ; will her 
"good luck" remain with her, or will 
thiise entruatcd with the city's manage-

HE inadequacy of 
facilities at command 
for oxpeditioualy re- 
pairing ships of all 
tonnages la no longer 
felt in the port of Vic- 
toria. Since last New 
Year'sday groat stridoa iiave been taken in 
this direction, and as a result thero have 
been built during the year by enterpris- 
ing citizens two modem marine railroads 
capable of accommodating almost any 
coasting vessel small or large. Tho con- 
struction of these and the number of ves- 
sels which they have brought here for re- 
pair may bu referred to as the conspicu- 
ous foaturo of tho year from tho 
mariner's standpoint and marks an im- 
portant epoch in the history of the pro 
vinco. Shipbuilding cannot bo said to 
have been active during 1.SU4, there hav- 
ing been little demand for now bottoms, 
the goieral stagnation of Pacific coast 
trade throwing too many vessels into com- 
p ion for the businosi offering. 

r^oferring again to Victoria's new 
marine railways, the last completed of 
the two and the smaller is known as Tur- 
pal's slip. It was in tlie middle of No- 
vember last that this railroad waa lirst 
brought into service, and since then it 
has not been idle a day. The ways launch 
out into a depth of 22k feet of water oil' 
the old Indian reservation in the upper 
harbor, thus making it poss ble for vos- 
fcols of 1,000 tons register to bo quickly 
and convoniontly li.indled.

Cold Storage, Marine Kaihvays and 
Other Necessary Works 
Taken Hold of. 



Tho monetary stringency and unsettled 
state of trade throughout the 'world last 
year was naturally not favorable to the 
exploiting of new industries. Business 
and financial men wero careful not to 
launch out too much until tho clouiis had 
rolled by, and wero rather inclined to 
econoniiso and figure a littio closer to 
keep their business on a safe fooling. 
'^h&t is the reason that in Victoria, as in 
other places all over the continent, there 
wore perhaps not as many uew industries 
started as would otherwise have been tho 
caao. Thoro was on the whole, however, 
a good healthy progreaa. For instance, 
the growth of Victoria's shiiipiiig made 
the want of more docking facilities grustly 
felt, and in consequence two niarinu rail- 
ways wore built to nioet tho demand. 
The first of these ia that of the ]']s(iuinialt 
Marino lly. Co. (Ltd.), with a capital of 
811j0,000. Tliis railway ia on Esquiipalt 
harbor, and was completed last spring; 
it is capable of liandling vessels 300 foot 



Turpel s iiiiirine railway, on tho 



iniior liarbor, was completed in Novem- 
ber. It can handle vesaola of 1,000 tons. 
Thero has been no lack of work for both 
these. 

Among the most iniport-int new cntor- 
priaes in Victoria last year waa the estab- 
lialimont of a cold storage plant by the 
\'ijtoria Cold Storage iV: lue Uiimpaiiy, 
of which Mr. Henry Croft ia manager. 
The atoraL^o plant ia on Store street, with 
admirablo facilities for ahipjiing or re- 
ceiving goods by rail or wator. The 
plant is of tho nio.st modern doacription, 
and in addition to tho storage buBineaa 
and making of ice, tho company also 
distil wator for drinking ])urposes. This 
cold atoragu has boon only in operation 
three Dioiiths, ljut already it has a largo 
amount (jf space taken up for tiie keeping 
of meats, poultry and halt. 

The halibut fishery Wiis entered into 
by the Victoria Fishing & Trading Co. a 
month ago. The company aro goin;4 into 
the work (jn a largo .scale, and have the 
steamer Thistle euiiiloyed Ijringitig from 
tbe halibut banks tho catch made by tho 
hshormon Btationed there on the old 
steamer Isabel. Already the tianaport 
Bteamer has made three trips with 250,000 
])ounds of lish. This haUb^t is 
shipped to Boston and other oiistoru 
cities of tlu! United States. Tho 
company intend e.xtondiiig tlioir opera- 
tions to other l>ranchc3 of fisheries as 
well. 

15efoie very long Victoria will Imvo 
wi.uks for tho manufacture of comont in 
operation. The building erected by tlie 
onterpriao of Mr. F. 6, Jordan is at 
Uock Hay, atid was completed not long 
ago. It has a good water frontai;e for 
sliipping facilities,. 

What might properly be called ft Vic- 
tori ontorpriso ia tho new paper mill at 
Alborni, built b^ Victoria- men and witii 
head-quarters in this- city. It has a 
capacity of about 18 or 20 tons a week, 
and has now boon in operation for several 
months. Tho mill can turn out either 
rag or wood pulp paper, and will likely 
ship part of its output soon to Australia.

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HAWAII'S LAND QUESTION. 

President Dole recently returned from 
a trip to Hawaii, tho hirpost island of 
the group, after making a persoiial iu- 
apectioii of the land owned by tho govern- 
ment. The Preaident has been making 
a study of tho land (piestion for aoiuo 
time. In -an interview the Chief Slagi- 
strato said : 

" In some reapecta our preaoiit land 
statutes aro o.xtroinely faulty. It is true 
that I am preparing an act that is intend- 
ed to bo coniprolicnaivo. Thoro will bo 
at least three ways in which settlers may 
secure lands. Tlio law will cater to 
actual agriculturists and every precaution 
will bo taken to preclude all ojiportunity 
of speculation in Oovornment tracts. 
Firat, there will lie available farms on 
long lease, with tho option of purchase at 
the original iippnuHoniont. These hold- 
ing.1 wi:l be under ono hundred acres. 
For tho special benefit of Hawaiians and 
of foreigpers of small mean a thoro will 
be provision for homestetula tliat ciinnot 
bo alienated. Theao lands will remiiin 
with a family so long as tho family e.xiata, 
then, or if abandoned, thoy will escheat 
to tho Ciovornmont. Thoso tracts will bo 
twenty and twenty-five ocros. That ia 
ample for a small family. Indeed it will 
afford them a residence, fields for cultiva- 
tion and a posture as woll. The 'third 
method of ooquiring land will probably 
bo by cash purchase. Small tracks 'will 
bo offered." — Paradise of the Province.

There have bsen a few failures, bub 
the worst ia over, the weak oonoerna have 
f;ono to the wall, and a more eangntne and 
hopeful feeling prevails. 

The newbridgo is not a atrnoture built in 
the air ; it ia projected, the contraot will be 
let in Ik few daya and it will moat certiiinly 
be built. The one topic of converaati in ia 
the bridge, and the prospect of hotter limes 
alone from the inoreaaod trullic over the pro 
jeotod span aoroaa the Fraser, has made op 
timlsts of most of the businets men and has 
encouraged thorn ulrouiiy to proater efforts 
in different linna of trade. Ttie salmon was 
not large last year but ia far in excess of 
that of 189.'!. The lumber trade ia 
preeont very dull, bat the year's etatistioB 
ahow that the trade was th exoess of the 
previous year. 

Merohunta reported to your correspondent 
that trade wua fully aa large thia Chriatmaa 
BS last season, and much larger than bad 
been autioipatod. 

The revenue returns show that the trade 
of the city has increased over that of tbe 
previous year, which showed an incroado 
over tlxa year preceding it.

Probably tho only 
ones who really did not mind tho weather 
woro the children, who, brought up with 
joyful anticipations of Christmas trees or 
the mysterious visits of Santa Olalis, trot- 
ted along from ono shop to another with a 
view to investiiii; to tho best advantage 
their stores of pocket money, saved up 
for weeks beforehiind to buy Christmas 
presents. Ragged littlo street children, 
not BO fortunate, gazed OHTiously after 
the warmly clad and more favored young- 
sters or took what pleasure they might in 
trying to make up th jir Bmall minds as to 
which of innuinerablo wonders displayed 
in tho big shop windows thoy would 
select if by some magic chance thoy were 
only allowed a choice. 

Amid all tho busy scone on one of tho 
streets there was one man who appeared 
not to mind tho weather nor indeed to 
have any particular object in view as he 
sauntered leisurely along, hia hands thrust 
deep into the pockets of hia fur-lined 
overcoat, a silk hat tilted rakiehly on 
one aide of his head, and a cigar ttuck in 
one comer of hia mouth. Hia general 
Appearance was that of a fairly gocjd- 
looking fellow, with a good humored 
though somewhat hard and devil-may- 
care face, and in spite of hia well-litting 
clothes tlure was something lacking in 
the apjiearance of a gentleman. Phil 
Atkinson w as iKjt exactly a desirable ac- 
([uaintanco — tho Havana cigar, tho silk 
hat and fur-lined coat were all paid for 
out of the pockets of young gentlemen of 
more money than brains, who were indis- 
creet enough to seat thomsoives opposite 
to the wearer at the card tab'o.

" it's a bitter shame, turning thom out 
doors in this wouthor," oxclaimod ono 
shabbily clad woman with tho quick 
sympathy that the poor foel for their fol- 
lows > while some one olae promptly 
auggeatcd that a subscription should be 
taken uj) on tho spot. 

"lleckon we'll atraighton out this 
thing pretty quick," romai-kod Phil as he 
took in the situation. " If wo had that 



landlord out wost, he'd never put another 
family out. What do you owe him ?" ho 
asked the woman, when he had worked 
hia way through the circle and stood be- 
side her, as she sat on a chair forlorn 
and helpless. A girl some twelve years old 
was on one B?do and a amall boy of live 
on tho other, clinging with one hand to 
his mother and with .the other arm 
hugging to him an old tomato can in 
which bad b(.H»n planted ono poor littlo 
branch of evt-rgioen adorned with a 
solitary Christmas taper and a few bits 
of old ribbon- - the pitiful Christmas tree 
that the niiither, before she had boon 
ordered out of her homo, had arranged 
on which to ,;i:aig tho two aii])lea that 
were to show tho cliildr n Chriatmas had 
not p isaod them by altogether. 

Under I'hil's questi.iing tho_ woman 
soon told her story and on his inquiring 
where her laiidlord could bo found, point- 
ed down the street a littlo way, where on 
tho corner stood a big grocery store bear- 
ing the name in gilt letters — "BIax 

Sl'llUTZ." 

" That's his store." she said. 

'•All right, you wait hero till I get 
back," said Phil, stopping ofl' briskly to- 
wards the corner, all trace of laziness 
gone from his bearing. Arrived at tho 
shop ho was soon shown into the proaonce 
of tho proprietor in the jjrivato oHice. 

" You .-vre the landlord of tho woman 
who has just been turned out, are you?"

ABOARD THE PANAMA IN '59. 

Under a clear blue Califomian sky, in 
tho latter part of September, 1859, tho 
steamer Panama left her wharf at San 
Francisco bound f or the i Noeth.' There 
woro few passengers on board and most 
of thoin wore going to Oregon and Puget 
Sound ; only two of us in tho steerage, 
Judson Young and myself, were booked 
for A'iotoria, British Cohimbia. 

It was truly down a golden road that 
the old steamer Panama that September 
afternoon plowed her way out of San 
Francisco bay and through the Golden 
G;itc toward.s tho setting nun. I leaned 
upon tho rail and watched tho shores 
slipping by till the sun went down and 
tho a'ar.s came out and the Karalone 
lights lieg.m to twinkle behind us. I 
wondered aa 1 handled tho tea dollar 
gold piece in my poc:ket (all my wealth), 
if fortune would ovi r favor mo aa she had 
some I knew, and aa I listened to tho 
thump, thump of the engines and watched 
the phosphorescent light in our wako, I 
soberly speculated on tho truth of the 
many reixu-ts 1 had heard, so unft.vorablu 
to British Columbia and her uiiiiea, and 1 
hoped that this now move of mine would 
not bo out of the frying-pan into the fire. 

Tho great rush of tho year before — 
1858— from California nnd other parts of 
tho Pacific coast to tho newly-discovered 
Eraser river diggings was over, and out 
of the tons of thousands who had 
on tho first news of the now El Dorado 
struck out — many of whom had sacrificed 
good paying claims for a song, or had 
given up good situations, or forsaken 
farms and homes — thousands had return- 
ed sadder, wiser and poorer. Tho faint 
he.irts and light pur.iea only saw Victoria: 
others got liver to tho Mainland; some 
even reached Langley, on tho Fraser, 
but only tho .stout hearts went throiii;li, 
and the gr(iat bulk of the rush never saw 
the minea, but camo back more than dis- 
appointed, cursing and abusing the coun- 
try they had hard'y got a glimpse of, and 
declaring that there was no gold iu the 
river they had neither won nor pros- 
pected. 

It was a hIow but pleasing trip up tho 
coast, tho sea still as a mill|>oiul, the 
weather soft, warm and pleasant. Steam- 
ers as a rule koi-p inshore ujul so are out 
of tho track of sailing vessels, but some- 
times we would catch the glint of a pass- 
ing sad iu tlio distance, or see a whale 
ajiouting near, and wo woro glad of even 
tliese little breaks as they helped to re- 
lieve the (iionotony of tho lujur. 

Efkrly on tho third morning our steamer 
crossctl ttio Columbia bar, and when wo 
came on deck sho was lying opposite the 
littlo town of Astoria. Although honored 
hy being named after the millionaire 
.John Jacob Astor, it did not seem to be 
much of a place ; as it lay before us on 
tho gentle slope of tho hill, it looked like 
a quiet Old Country village, and yet it is 
a place with a historical record. Back in 
tho days of fur and fur-hunters, when tho 
great Northwest and Hudaim's Bay com- 
panies were deadly rivdls, it was a busy 
mart. 

Whilst wo were watching tho littlo vil- 
lage and talking over its history, a boat 
pulled out from the shoro and tho cus- 
toms house oflicer and river pilot camo on 
boird, and wo woro soon undar way again, 
working up the river. What twisting 
and turning and backing and going ahead 
it was, as we puffed and thumped and 
banged first ono way and then another so 
aa to avoid tho sandbars and shallows ; 
but our pilot took us safely through it 
all, until we tied up for tho night near a 
littlo town called St. Helens. For moro 
than an hour after dark Young and I eat 
on deck and watched the twinkling lights 
on shore and tho twinkling lights above; 
and then wo turned in. 

Early morning saw our stoamer lying 
at the wharf at Fort Vancouver, ttie fur- 
thermost point wo wore going on the 
Columbia river. Although called Fort 
Vancouver, I saw no fort, but a large, 
clean-looking army barracks was pointed 
out to rao, and United States soldiers 
seemed tii make up tho greater part of 
the population. But what 1 admired 
most was tho trim, neat ami well koi>t 
patches of ganlens and lawns, and tho 
cheerful-looking whitewashed or white 
painted cottages, of which tho place 
seemed to be mostly composed. Fur six 
or seven hours the Panama's deck was 
alive with men, discharging cargo, and 
hero all our passengers bound for points 
in Oregon left us. 

In the afternoon we backed out from 
the v/harf . swung round and headed down 
the Columbia agiin. As we sailed down 
with tlio current and tide, wo saw many a 
cosy-lookiug log house, almost hidden 
its shady orchard, and here and there 
whore the banks were low, wo could be- 
yond catch a glimpse of Holds of yellow 
grain, with men and women busy harvest- 
ing, green pastures with herds of cattle 
feeding, and lou-fonced enclosures sur 
rounding great stack.s of hay. In tho 
distance, on the left, roi-e ;i range of 
mountains far away, some of them loom 
ing out in hazy outlines, so distant were 
they. 

The steamer had slowed down wiion 
we turned in for tho night, as the 
which backs up the Columbia oven this 
far, was now ebbing, and in tho morning 
when we camo on deck wo found her 
hard and fast on a sandbar, and were 
told by our friend, the Bteward, that wo 
would have to wait .lomo time for th 
flood tide to lift her off again. The air 
was bracing, nnd the mountains to the 
ease stood out calm and tranquil this 
October morning ; their distance from us 
Heeined to bo leas than ii was tho after- 
noon before, a i cle.-ir was the atmnaphero. 

.Jiist then Judsiiii Young oalied to mo, 

" Come here, Murray, and look at thia 
lovely* pot." 

I turned from the grand mountains to 
sen on »lio west side of tho river, on the 
high bank, a more homely scene — a cot- 
tage, almost hid amongst trees with 
bo'ughs fiuit-Udencd, bearing what wo 
supposed to bo apples— and our months 
watered for a taste of a good, juicy 
; iravenstein or snow-apple. J ust then, fis 
luck would have it, a boat was going of;' 
from tho stoamer to tho shore, and tho 
steward suggested that we should go ov-t 
in it and bring back somo apples. No 
sooner said than done, ao taking a tiilhiw- 
caao for a sack with us, we climbed down 
into tho boat, nnd in a few minutoB wo 
were landed. When we had climbed to 
tho top of the bank wo found that tho 
fruit we had seen from the steamer's deck 
was not apples but peaches, and the trees 
were loaded witli them, vfe bpened.the 
garden gate and ^sed flown ft gcavel 



walk towards the house, through beds of 
old-fashioned flowers — mignonette, wall- 
llowors, stock and sweet peas. The air 
was awoet with a scent that brought back 
to me the fragrant garden of my home in 
far away Aberdeen, and tho words of tho 
old song camo into my mind : 

"It's hamn nnd Its hame; 
Hamo fain wi'd I bo; 
riamn, hamo hamo. 
To my iiin countrlo." 
r>ut hero we mot tho farmer among tho 
llower.s, who bade us good-day. 

Y'^oung said wo had como over from tho 
steamer to buy some pea ;ho3. The old 
man gave us a good look boforo he an- 
swered. Tlion he said : 

" You can go in there, my lads," point- 
ing to tho peach orchard, " and eat as 
many peaches as you like, and fill your 
sack if you want to ; I won't obiirgoyim a 
cent. " 

Young replied, " Oh, bul; wo could not 
do that, we would rather buy some." 

"If you want to buy," lie .-iaid, ' ■ 1 will 
sell you somo apples, but," pointing with 
hia finger to the orchiu'd, whore a drove 
of pigs wore lying grunting with satiaf.ac- 
tioii, evidently having had their till, and 
pe.aches scattered all round them. " You 
800 I liavo to turn my swine in there, fcu'l 
can't sell a poacli, and thoy won't keep 
to ship. .So you are welcome to take aa 
many us you like. " 

Wo thanked liim, bought somo apples, 
and tilKd our sack half full of poaches. 
.Aa we turned to go, ho called us buck, 
and mado us come into the house and 
have a bowlful of milk each. It was 
nice and refreshing, fresh from tho cows 
the womenfolk had just beon milking. 
1 think ho was glatl to see us, for, aa ho 
told us, fow strangers came that way. 

Wo bade the kindly old man good hy 
and I'owod back to tho steamer. Tluno 
wo divided our poaches and apples with 
tho steward, who had taken us under his 
wing. Young and I now being his only 
care, for all tho rest of the steorago pas 
sengors left us at Fort Vancouver. 

The flood tide was coming up, and 
we were soon alloat again 

A.nothor night .and wo are once more 
across tho bar of tho Columbia, this time 
out in the Paciiio. We were favored, 
for this river uiuuth IB dreaded, and 
looked upon by seamen aa one of tho 
worst on the Pacitiu coast — the grave of 
many a staunch vessel that has come to 
riof in trying to cross, always more or 
Toss dangerous, but most ao when the 
wind is blowing in from tho ocean, bring- 
ing with it great rollers that beat and 
break with fury on tho bar. Again we are 
back to tho old monotonous life wo had 
led coming up the coast, lazily watching 
tho steamor'a long white wake stretching 
out for miles behind hor; and tho gulls 
that dip and rise, now sailing ab .vo us, 
now far behind, then with a swoop and 
a cry coming up on us again; listening 
with closed oyes to the regular beat of 
the engines, until the swash of the waves 
on tho steamer's bow sings us to sleep — 
too lazy to road and almost too lazy 
to talk. Breakfast, dinner, supper and 
bod divide up the time and help to while 
it away. 

" Wo are to pass down the Straits of 
Fuca to-night," ao says tho steward, but 
wo turn in ; for although wo will pass in 
tho near distance, our port of destination, 
Victoria, it will be aevotal days before 
we arrive there, aa we have to make the 
circuit of Puget Sound and its ports 
first. 

In the morning, when the steward 
called US, wo knew by tho absence of 
motion and the silence of our engines, 
that wo were again in port. Wo hurried 
on deck to seo Port 'Towiisond. It wns 
not much of a place in those days, with 
an ancient look about it even then. 
Wooden houses crowded together, some- 
what dirty and dismal looking narrow 
streets running back — to where / I could 
not seo. Dihipidatt'u looking wharves, 
although tho wharf wo were lying at 
appeared to bo new and solid, all, liow- 
evor, disappointing. Yet as the eye 
wandered away from thia dingy picture 
and caught the deep green of the woods 
behind, and the shimmer of the sun on 
the ■.Oiiceful .Sound, we thought thut if 
the picture was not much, tho sotting 
was grand. 

It was after wo left Port Towuaend 
that I first noticed ,Iini Bell. The mate 
and others, stout-looking fellows, were 
tryiiiii^ to lift a heavy bar of iron that was 
lying on the deck. Thoy all failed, tho 
mate coming nearest to lifting it. Just 
thtit a tiiuare-sliouldored, broad-chested 
young fellow step[)od up, and to tho as- 
tonishinont of us all lifted the bar of iron 
clear fi )in tho deck. Tho mate did not 
like to be beiiton, and tried it again and 
again, but had to give it up. Y'oung 
and I 1 ad a chat with the young follow, 
and fi.iiid out that he was a New Brui.s- 
wicke'. , going down to work at ono of the 
logging canqis between Port Townsend 
and O'.ymiiia, and this was tlio same .Jim 
Boll I know in after years as a successful 
prospector and miner. 

Wo steamed down the Sound pait green 
wooded islands ; past settlers' clearinga 
with their rude shanties, some log, nonio 
luniboi. just iis they were near or far 
from the sawmill ; past logging camps, 
with their big boarding houses and long 
sheds for working cattlo ; past sawmills, 
built partly on the water, that boomed 
and buzzed as tho big circular anw tore 
its way through the great, logs. Now 
wo ran U|) close to a wharf with only a 
fow houses near, and vrhero hardly a soul 
was to bo seen, the nucleus no doubt cjf 
somo future town or city. Ni}W we were 
putting off freight at a sawmill, where all 
w as bustle and business, and where ships 
and oarkt. and brigs wore loading up with 
lumber and spars. Once wo were caught 
by a B(|uall that camo tearing down upon 
us fi'oiu tho north, whistling through tho 
rigguig and making us hold on witli both 
hands, yet our big shi]) steamed on 
almost as steady as before. Down the 
Sound we sailed until ono morning 
*' Olympia" was -on ovory tongue. Y''et 
look whore wo would we could only seo 
islands and mudflats ; but all was bustle, 
and the steamer's boats wore taking on 
mail, express and pasBongers, while 
freight was being loaded on boats that 
hnd^como up from tho Capital of Wash- 
ington territory, lying away beyond 
the mudflats out of our sight. 

Part of nnothur day had to bo Buont 
here, so Y'oung and 1 borrowed the sbipB 
gig and the steward's gun, 4ind full of 
high hopes for a good day's sport and a 
bag of ducks wo pulled towards ono of 
openings whore from tho ship's deck wo 
had seen duck in flocks rising nnd set- 
tling. Well, 1 won't say anything about 



camo on board again wo did not brag 
about tho number of ducks we had 
bagged, though we had plenty to say 
about tho steward's gun. With myself 
it shot too low ; with Young it shot too 
high, HO botwoon us tho ducks escaped 
and wo camo back with an empty game 
bag. 

Another day nnd wo woro stonming a way 
up the Sound towards our destination. 
What a lovely sight it wns ns tho panorama 
opened up, wooded headland after head- 
land enclosing atill bays, with grassy 
slopes running down to the water, and 
here and there an embryo farm or a 
blazing camp firo. Little sloops and sail 
boats tacking in and out or runningboforo 
the wind ; great canoos — they called 
them Chinook canoos — with high carved 
and painted bows and sterns, full of In- 
dians watching us as we passed. Funny 
little steamboats with houses on deck all 
painted white, puffing and blowing as 
they crossed behind ut ahead of ua going 
from logging camp to saw mill or horn 
saw mill to logging camp. Now we p.re- 
are sailing amon^^st islands, now out in 
the ojjen Sound wil;li a long stretch of 
clear water ahead. Thero Seattle, the 
coming city, was pointed out to mo ns it 
lay newly chopped and cleared on the 
rather stoop slope up from the water, 
with blackened stumpa standing up all 
over it ; two or three streets loading down 
to tho front had beon cleared, but oven 
in them burntstumps cropped up horoand 
there, nnd a baker's dozen of houses big 
and little scattered about the new towU' 
site finished tho jiicturo of Seattle as It 
was in the year 1859. 

Wo bad only another night to pass on 
board tho Panamfi that had been our 
homo for nine pleasant days, nnd as 
Young and 1 iiaced tho deck to kooj) our 
selves warm — for this our last evening on 
tho water though clear and calm wns 
somewhat chillj' — wo talked ovor our 
hopes and fears, onr prospects nnd 
chances. Young expected to got a g 
ernmont otiice ; I was bent upon aooiiig 
the mines where it was said groat fortunes 
wore being made. And so as woSvalked 
wo talked about the present and then 
about tho past and our homos over the 
seas until it was bod time. 

Long before day wo v.-oro on deck 
The steamer seemed to bo feeling hor 
way through a dense fog. So donso was 
it that her lights wore hardly to be seen 
from the deck ; the air was cold and 
chilly ; not a breath of wind was stirring 
and tho only thing to bo heard was tho 
steady beat of the enginea and tho soft 
lapping of tho water on her bow. Time 
Boomed to hang heavy with us as wo toi)k 
refugo behind the smoke ataok for warmth, 
and wo thought the morning would never 
come. But at last in tho dim groy gloam- 
ing just before the dawn the fog began to 
lift, and ns it lifted wo could soo to tho 
north, tho faint outlino of tho Vancouver 
Island shoro. • As wo closed in tho shores 
became more distinct, rocky to tho east, 
wooded to the west, whilst away inland 
we could see the smoke of Victoria rising 
in the morning air. Oloser and closer wo 
camo until we could hear the beat of the 
surge on tho shore and the bays and in- 
lets began to open out wo passed tho 
ontranco to Victoria harbor and steamed 
on to Esnui.Tialt, in through its wooded 
narrows, past its wood n lighthouio 
until its magnificont land-locked harbor 
opened out to our view. 

Not much time now to see sights, for we 
are busy getting our traps ready to go oti 
shore, nnd bidding goodbye ; goodbye to 
tho old ship that had carried us through, 
goodbj'o to tho steward nnd all his kind- 
nesses to us, goodbye to others who had 
helped ua to while tho time away, good- 
bye for awhile to Judson Young. What 
shall 1 say of him • — Kind and courteous, 
a gentleman every inch of him was he 
my com{>anion of those ten days on 
board the old Panama, and although 
many a long year has gone since then, nnd 
ho the fair haired lad who was so full of 
youth and life and hopo has jiasaed away 
** to- that country from whoso bourne 
no traveller returns, " still clear and un- 
faded on memory's walls hangs the 
bright picture of that pleasant voyage 
and that lovable comrade of long ago.

Kooteuay'8 Moiiutains Will in One 
Generation Yield tlie Amount 
of the Niitioual Debt 

TUongh Strauffers Take tha Cream 
Great Incidental Profits Bemaiu 
for the ProTince. 

An interestiDR oliapter ia added by Mr, 

John Grant, ox M P.P . to tho unvarying 
toBtimony of tho many hard-hoadecl men 
who have made it thoir busineoa to peraon- 
ally invosligato Iho mining wealth of tho 
fur-famed Kootenay. A Colomst reporter 
having; aiked tb»t gentleman to state hin 
impreMioni for pablioation in this Now 
Year edition, met with a ready acquiea- 
oonofl. "I did have an interview in Van- 
couver, on my way ovor," anid Mr. Ciruut, 
" and huviug boon hero aovoral daye 
I was rather surprised that no one in 
Viotocin aeemad to chink it worth while to 
ask me for publioation what I oouid tell 
about the Kootenay, However, saoh fttote 
aa those to which I will roter are never 
■stale. 

" I will asy an a p'ofuuo that I firmly bo-

Hid they done eo there ia not a 
partiolt! of doubt in my mind but that they 
would bnvo liuiin induced to invest couaider- 
able Bums of money in that country, which 
would have been not only a benefic to thoin- 
selves directly but to many others in this 
Province who would have received in oonao- 
qu«Dce an indirect bonefid from tho re- 
turns of such investments. It looks now, 
however, aa if with few small exceptions tho 
oream of the whole country will p<i88 into 
the United Scatea or to the Old Country, or 
the Eistern portion of this Daminion, as 
but very little interest in the mines ia held 
by partioa in this Province." 
Hnw do you aooount for that ? 
" Well, the prineipal reason undoubtedly 
is that our people were slow in realizing the 
value of the new field for investment. Its 
importance was naturally impreaaed npon 
the Americins beoauso the first great dis- 
coveries of hrge quantities of high grade ore 
were mad" in that part of this Provinoe con- 
tiguous to a mining territory of tho Unitod 
WiattB M-u nn)<(ki;ed in that line of indus- 
try aoroBS the border wore of course drawn 
in, antl in oonBt(iuenco a very largo propor- 
tion of those who have prcapected and found 
mines are from the American aide. It ia 
true that muny of our own people ulao have 
discovered valuable depoaita, but an a rule 
those who locate mines in the first instance 
are poor, and it requires men of capital to 
take thom in hand and put them upon a pay- 
ing basis. The Americana, believing that 
our mines aro of a high order 
of value, have not hesitated 
toinvest largo sums in aequiring 
and actively developing what has been 
aiLcady found. Hence, as I said before, 
they will have the croam of tho profita." 
What effdot has tha silver scjro had? 
" No doubt a very material one. When 
I have incidentally mentioned the value i>f 
the mines in South West Kootenay to men 
of business standing and of largo means, 
they have said to ma ' No one wants 
silver.' But they forgot or do not know 
that many agents of American smelters aro 
continually visiting Kootenay buying up 
every ton of ore that is produced. These 
men want the ore, and it matters not to the 
owners whether It is silver or KolA rook, ao 
long ae they ean get S20 pieces for it. 'llany 
of toe ' nnbelievera ' us to thaB country will 
be aetonishedin the near {uture at the ex- 
traordinary araoanb of produoD that will be 
retarned from it. Inapology for apathy on tho 
scbjftct it is soinetimos alleged that though 
discoveries were made in the iKootonny 
seven or eight yeari ago, «Dd pract;c:klly 
nothing baa been taken out. Such people 
are really ignorant cf wh.it baa been done. 
Wnen I toll you ae 1 do that from SoOOiOOO 
to $700,000 wortli of ore has pasaed out of 
that country wiUim tho paat two months 
and a half, it will no doubt uaconiBh evori 
tho people of Victoria. Tho fact ia lliiit the 
country tiuu not UGiioried iteoK to tho o.xlont 
it would have done hud there been proper 
facililioa f )r IrinKpartation. Tho want of 
theai! hua ki'i)t buck devulopinor.!, more llim 
anything olao. 'I'ho building of tho Nukuap 
& SloG.ii railway h.ia done nnore fo nocuro 
tho d-.-volopmenc of tho richoa of K iotona;- 
than any oihor ace which tho govurninunr, 
hivvo to ihidr oredic. The cor.a! ruuuon "f 
tho Kialo .t Slocm railwiiy would, ijivo atill 
further facilitioa wl-.ich aro much needed for 
cheap transportation to mines not on tho 
linn of thn other enterprise. 

"Tho (Pilot Bay smelter ought to give 
iucroaaed opportunities to the miaers for 
turning their ore Into cash more cheaply 
and mesa .qalokly than can. bii done by 
sbippiug H to the American side, and it is 
doairable rhat this smelter should fca well 
patronised, as the outlay in connection with 
tho rednetinn of ores there will be expended 
among our nvjn people. ' 

" If I were to give you a detail ot lEany 
important mines that 1 have visited during 
the past summer it might become too 
tedious. Perhaps a few oases will 
sufRoe. There is the Slooan Stur, 
Tlireo Kor'tB, that ahows perhaps the great- 
oat dovi.lopmont in silver and galor.a to bo 
found on thia continent. About §80,000, I 
ooliove, baa been ox[;ondod in development, 
(luring a period in which clo.io upon S750,- 
000 in ore haa hoen takiai out ; and the opera- 
tioiiB have shown that tiioro la in eight in that 
aituatod about four and a half miles from 
mine ovor S'JO,OIX),()()0 present prices. I 
know of ono other mine, tho Alpha, bought 
in the early part of last aummer for?70,()00, 
with but a amall [lortion paid down, and in- 
side of two monthu and a half tho purchaa- 
ers were enabled to ship enough of ore to 
pay for the mine and all oxponsca, a profit 
being left besidoa tho property in hand, 
which they would not part witli for many 
hundred ihonaand dollars, As an extraor- 
dinary ore-produoiiig property there ia no 
doubt obout the value and o»nabilitipa of 
the Silver King and Kootenay lijnunza. In 
their case the only reason, I bollove, why 
large quantities of ore have not been mined 
ia that the company haa been particularly 
oonaervative in reapeot to finding out tho 
best methods/ind roost profitable manner of 
working, 

" These mines which I have spoken of, 
with many others, are producers of princi- 
pally silver and load, but there ia a belt of 
mining country lying immediately east of 
Kootenay lake oftrrying gold aa well aa eilver 



and copper in excellent paying quantities, 
and which I feel sure will at an early day 
ba found very profitable. The governmenr, 
however, ought to go to fhslr aaslBtanoe us 
soon as possible, by providins; better means 
for transpnrtiiticn. Then again there is the 
Trail Croek camp, to the west of the Colum- 
bia river, immediately north of the boun- 
dary, which gives extraordinary promises of 
proB table returns. The oro in this camp la 
principally gold and copper. Tho most noted 
mine Is thu celebrated Le Roi, from which 
large quantities of ore have been shipped. 
Thero aro a number of other mines of known 
value (vhioh could not be bonght for any 
small sum. 

" The commercial opportunities, sido from 
mining, ore excellent. There ia but little 
need of much credit in that country aa the 
people are continuously getting returns 
from tho mines in operation. The oppor- 
tunities in CMis dirGotjon will increase In a 
rapid ratio, as there is not a partiolo of 
doubt in my mind but that Kootenay will 
bo producing, in tho next two or three 
years at tho outside, aa niuoh toward the 
export of thia province aa the whole of the 
rest of British Columbia." 

What extent of country is it auppoaod 
that the uiinea cf tho Slooan extend ovor '.' 

" I would say that eatibliBhing tho centre 
of a circle at tho Payne group of mincB, im- 
mediately northeast of Three Forks, it 
would rc(|uire at least a radius of ton miles 
from that point to cover tho whole of thorn. 
I am sure 'hat this estimate is within tho 
murk. You will understand that thia 
boundary dooa not include tho Toad 
Mountain croup, contiguous to Nelaon, 
nor tho White Grouse and St. Mary's 
river group on the east aide of Kootenay 
lake ; neither does it touch the Lardeau 
ri^gion. All ofjtheae promiao extraordinarily 
well, beaidea being in tho aggregate of very 
considerable extent. High grade ore has 
boon found in large quantities in each of 
th^m. It icttBt not be forgotten that the 
Trail Creek mines, too, are altogether out- 
aide of tho SlocM district. 

" There is not the elightest donbt in my 
mind, fmm what I have seen of that coun- 
try, that thero ia nullicient oro to enable 
ndners to produce largo guantitica for tho 
next t-.VGnty or twenty five years without 
getting down to auch a depth as to make 
working ditHoult." 

What would that mean in niilliona per 
annum ".' 

" To make a coneorvativo eatiinate, cer- 
tainly not leaa than an average of ten nul- 
lionR of dollars at proaont prices." 
What dooa that meun in men '.' 
" I am not so extravagant in respect to 
the estimate of probable population in that 
country aa aomo are, but I would aafely aay 
that it might mean -20,000 or lio.OOO resident 
population. Besides those who would ba in 
the country eKtractinu oro, there would bo 
many err.ployod in connoclion with trans- 
portation and tho reduction works. A very 
considerable sum of tho yearly output will 
certainly bo clear profit to the operators, 
and what annoys me is that more of that 
profit will not remain in this country aa 
things are at present."

31 (^poci;.l).- Despite 
the hard thnea elsewhere, this year has 
been tho most prosperous in the history 
of Ivaiiiloops since railway coPHtructioii 
was completed, partially duo to the u.xtr.i 
fiirce of workmen employed in roiiairirif' 
tlio (1,-image by Hoods to the C. P. U., 
whi'.st". sup|)lies were taken from here, 
anil to tlu) building of tho Provincial 
Home, which put a considerable amount 
of money in circulation. That institution 
was eMiniiried by tho architect one week 
ago anil accepted as practically finished. 
It is a beautiful structure, on a command- 
ing site, and a credit to the city and 
province.

'J'ho Hudson's Bay Co. erected an ^8,000 
brick block ; J. B. Wehritz a largo brew- 
ery who.se lirst product is now on the 
market ; .1.

Stephenson, stofos. Several otlier new 
business premises were occupied and 
others remodelled and enlarged. Hand- 
some private roBidences have sjirung up 
on every street, among the be.it being 
th'^ae of Dr. Farrer, Mr. J. 0. (Jralwune, 
Mr. Vickors, Mr. H. C. M. Ridley, Mr.

.at $160,000.

latarpstina: Informatiou From the 
Official Eeport-Operatlous la 
Behrlag: Sea. 

With tho reopening of Boliring sea to 
their operations in 1891, the sealers of 
Victoria, with a licet of 5'.) vossela giving 
employiiioiit to l.o.'iG men, brought home 
the lai-KOst catch in the history of tho in- 
dustry. It was a notable year in many 
ros|iects— notable for the reintroduotion 
of the spear as a weapon of slaughter, for 
tho return of each vessel of tho floet with- 
out serious misadventure, for tho intro- 
duction of new "sealing regulations," 
and, unfortunately, for very low prices. 
Tho year nosr opening will, it is expected, 
see tho sealing business entirely reorgan- 
ized upon •onsorvative business princi- 
ples ; lower wages will bo paid all round ; 
many of tho Indians will go out in 
their own schooners indeiiendoiit of the 
white ship owners, and tho latter will 
take steps to reduce tho hazard ;-.f the in- 
dustry to tho lowest possible point. It 
i.s thus hoped to make the catch of 1895, 
if not as large as that of 1894 perhaps, a 
iiior ' protitablo one. 

Uolleci or .Milne's ofBcial report of the 
l)eratioiis 111 litdiriiig sea during IS'.H 
states that tho catch was made outside the 
(iti-inilo protected zone, in hititudes uo, 
5t;, and 08, and longitudes from 171 to 
175, operations being carried on from the 
lirst of August to the middle of Septem- 
ber. On tho Japanese coast Ecaling com- 
menced at about latitude 36 and con- 
tinued north. There wore none of the 
interruptions of late years experienced by 
those who operatid m territory adjacent 
to Russian waters, the vessels all keeping 
well outside the thirty-mile /.imo, mainly 
operating about one hundred miles south- 
east of Copper Island. On the British 
Columbia coast sealing commenced at 
about latitude 37, thence proceeding 
northward. Tho fleet retunitd to port 
early in May, tho close season being then 
on, and at the end of July those of the 
ships having the requisite crows of spears- 
men set oU" for Behring sea to try their 
luck under tho new regulations. Con- 
sidering every thing, those who were in 
position to make this experiment with 
any hojie of fair reward did very well, 
but taking the whole lleet, it is claimed 
tiiat the season has been barren of prolit 
or advantage, except that of the crews, 
who were enabled to make fair wages. 
Of the total of 59 vessels operating, only 
;!2 went into the Soa. The season's 
catch is thus summarized and compared 
with that of the previous year :

It 18 Constantly Gro^ngr and Has Kow 
Developed Hagrnificent Pro- 
portions. 

The Prospect a Proniislnjr One— Dis- 
advantages to be Over- 
come. 

The fact that the United States has 
taken the duty off lumber is likely to 
make a very important diU'oronce to the 
British Columbia lumbor tr-tde, the Can- 
adian article being much superior to that 
of Puget Sound. The Hastings mill has 
already made ahipraents to San Pedro, 
while the Brunette saw mills have sent 
threo cargoes, and threo other? aro on 
their way to California ports. Sevornl 
yearly charters between Ijritiali Columbia 
and California have already been made. 
What is v/anted it is, however, contended 
is to havo an arrangement made by 
which tho Dominion Guverumont should 
assist tho British Columbia trade by 
doiuK away with the pilotage and towage 
charges. From Port Angeles or Royal 
Roads American vessela can proceed 
without taking a (lilot ; but it ia dilfurent 
with Canadian vessels from Burrard Inlet, 
as they havo invariably to take |)ilola. 
Moreover Canadian vessela aro liable for 
towage whether or not they aro towed, 
and towards the abolition of those 
charges it is desired to secure the influ- 
ence of the Provincial t!overiiment on 
the Federal authorities. The promotion 
of tho lumber trade with California poiiita 
iiieaiia a stimulus to trade generally !ind 
tho eniploymout of our own peojile. Not 
only ought, it is cluiinod, tlie towage 
charges to be reduced but the pilotage 
dues should bo abolished, unless a pilot 
bo omployiid. It is felt that considering 
the cost of towage eacli vessel should be 
bonused to the extent of ^25. It is an- 
ticipated that if conditions aro favorable 
tho lumbor trade between British Colum- 
bia and California next year will amount 
to thirty or forty million feet. In Aus- 
tralia business is very dull and the 
prospects aro not favorable. South 
Africa appears likely to open up a good 
trade some more than ordinarily heavy 
contracts being spoken of, while even at 
Sound points owing to the better quality of 
the British Columbia product a good many 
transactions aro likely to be negotiated. 
British trade will never bo laryo until 
tonnage becomes cheaper and vessels 
more plentiful. Ou the B.C. aide every- 
thing tends to a revival of tho lumbor 
interest. Tho Sound mills send their 
best lumber east by railway and use Cali- 
fornia and other adjacent maketi aa a 
sort ot dumping ground for lumber of 
poorer quality. It is considered as a 
matter of great importance to the trade 
that Customs CuUeotor Milne has secured 
the concession of versels being allowed to 
call at Ea(|uimalt for orders and to take 
on supplies without having to pay 
charges. If, however, they enter I'ij<|ui- 
malt as n refuge they have to pay half 
pilotagodues. The lumber trade not only 
by reason of the capital and lab'ir it em- 
ploys, but the amount of supplies con- 
sumed by those engaged in it ia an 
important industry and it is desirable 
that in eveiy way it should be fostered.

1804:- 

At the beginning of the year 1894 men 
were everywhere talking and writing Aoout 
the retirement of Mr. Gladstone, The repu 
tation of the Grand Old Man is world-wide, 
and bis indaence, both at bonne and a'oniHd, 
when he was in public life was very great, 
There was much speouUtion as to what 
wonld be the oonsequenoes to his party and 
to the people of England of his withdrawal 
from public life. Many believed that he 
was to the Liberal party the iudispensnble 
man. There were very many Liberals as 
well as Conservatives who thought that 
without Gladstone the Liberal party of 
Great Britain would be alive only in appear 
ance, and it must bo eaid that the result bo 
far has not shown that they were greatly 
mistaken. It was pleasant to obsorvo that 
when it was believed thsit the InQrinities of 
Age bad made it impoistble for Mr, Glad 
etone to continue in publio life, party 
bitterness as far aa he was coo 
cemed completely disappeared. The whole 
nation appeared solicitous aa to 
hia health, and there wore a thousand 
indications which showed that the whole 
British people regarded bim not only with 
roipect but with affection. It is very evi- 
dent that widely as many Eugliahinen may 
differ from Mr. Gladstone on the political 
questions of the day they are all proud to 
claim him as tbeic countryman. 

MVK lilllTISil ISSUKS. 
The t;roat (|UfHlion beforo iho ISritish 
people when Mr. (Gladstone retired waa the 
abolition of the House of Lords, A con- 
siderable and a very influential section of 
the Liberal party was clamorous to have 
that qaestion passed, yet, singular to re 
late, a Peer waa chosen aa Mr. (iladatone's 
aucQoaaor in tliu rronucrtihip. Aa might bo 
expected Lord Hoaobery has not appeared 
very zealous to deprive the order to which 
he belongs of political power. It is very 
aignifioant that the people of .Great Britain 
have not joined in the ory " Down with the 
Lords," raised by eomo zealous Riidicals. A 
few demonstrationa hostile to the Lords 
wore got up in London, but the agitation 
had scarcely any vitality and soon alnioet 
entirely died out, the indioations at this 
moment being that it cannot readily be 
revived. lb wonld seem as if the 
enemies of the I f rds hiul durinf,' the year 
done very little more if uny thuii to mark 
time. The same may booaid of the iigitnti n 
for Homo Rule for Ireland. It hue certain- 
ly not advanced during the year, and there 
are some signs that lead to the conclualon 
that it has retrograded. The Iriah Home 
Rulers have been very fur from being a 
united party, and there seems to bo viiry 
little cordiality between them and tho Kng- 
liah and Scotch Lil)oral8. Homo Uulo is 
still a plank in tho platform of the British 
Liberal party, but the general opinion la 
that it) ia not altogether serviceable and that 
ib will not bear the strain of a general •lec- 
tion. When the year waa young tho 

WAH IN SOCTH AF.'lICA 
attraoted n grout deal of attontiou. There 
wore various reports as to how tho war was 
carried on. It waa denounced by some aa 
cruel and unneooBsary, and ib waa chwged 
that tbe Bcitith bad been gniiby of treach- 



ery. Bat ib was found on inquiry that the 

war on the part of the ••ttlors in Mashona- 
land and Motabeleland was one of self- 
presBrvation, and that it was eon- 
duotod as fairly and as humanely 
as a war agaiuab a barbarous 
foe oonld be carried on. The slciU of Dr. 
Jsmegon and the gallantry of the handful of 
men who fought under him oinnot bo sufH- 
ciiinlly admired. Tho wur waa short, sharp 
and deoisive, und ib h iii brought peace and 
aeourity to a people who had boon subjected 
to the moat barbarous tyranny. Ita effeot 
haa been to bring und«r British rule a large 
extent of country rich in natural resouross 
and capable of supporting ia comfort a pop- 
ulation of millions. It is not often that a 
conquoat of (qual importance and produc 
tivd of such bauetioeut results has been 
elfooted with so little suffering and blood- 
abed. There have been hoatilitiea on a 
amaller aoale in other parta of Afrioi, and a 
misunderstanding with tho Frenoh regard- 
inn the acquisition of new territory threat- 
ened at ono time to bo productive of serious 
oonsequenoes. Ugauda, of which so much 
has been said and written, haa during tho 
year been added to the British poasessions 
in Africa. One of the effeota, it ia aaid, of 
tho annexation of thit country will bo to 
put cbataolos in tho way of tho slave trade 
which ut no diatuut day may have the elTcct 
of btamping it out altogether. 

TUB KOSEUEUY (10\"KRNMENT. 

It oannot bo aald that the Lib 
oral Government has grown in the 
affections of the people during the year. 
Lord Rosebery's connection with the turf 

displeased a largo number of those who have 
always given tho Liberal purty their hearty 
support. Tho non-conformists, particulurly 
their olorgynien, found it very hard to bo 
enthusiastic in their support of a horse 
racing Premier. They saw how inoon- 
atatent ib waa to oountonanco or to tolerate 
in tho head of tho party which they sup- 
ported what they denounced from tho pulpit 
as poruioioua and demoraliBing. There can 
ho no doubt thiit Lord Roaeliery'a victoriea 
on tho ruco oourao were counterbalanced by 
a veiy appreciable loaa of popularity and of 
political support. To some the aoroplea of 
tbeao good people may appear narrow and 
uoreaaonable ; but whatever they may bo 
they are such aa no political leader can 
afford to treat with contempt. Then for 
soma reason or other the Liberala have 
oeasad to be popular with 

THE LABOR TARTY. 
Even tho Radicals among them have not 
kept pace with tho leading labor agitators, 
many of whom have gone a long way in the 
direction of Sooialiem. At one of their con 
ventiona a purely Socialistic reaolution 
paaied without a disaentiDg vo\oo, Thia 
party iaa growing one in Great Britain and 
Mr, Chamberlain is doing what ho 
oin to win ib over to the Conaervative 
side. But Mr. Chamberlain's mild state so 
cialiam 13 very difleront fronn the out and out 
socialism of the atalwarta of tho British 
labor party. There have seen serioua strikes 
in different parts of Great Britain during tho 
year. The ooal miners' strike in Scotland 
lasted eighteen weeks and cauaed a loaa of 
£332,000, or more than a million and a half 
of dollars. Efi'orta have been made to eatab 
liah courts of conciliation and arbitration, 
uud tho evil of strikes baa been to a certain 
extent mitigated, but aa yet no aysteni haa 
been diaoovered to make them impossible. 
The labor question la one that haa beoomo 
aerloua in Great Britain as well aa in other 
countriea and statesmen and philanthropists 
are addressing themselves to its solution, 
with BO far but littio effect that ia apparent, 
Tho report of the Labor Commiaaion did not 
give satiaf action to the- advocates of the 
workingmen. They complained that the 
commissioners had very little to show for 
their three years' inquiry except a pile of 
bluo-booka which very few would have any 
inclination to read. Even tho minority re- 
port did not go far enough to pleauo them. 
TIIK Iir ELECTIONS. 

The government have been unfortunate in 
the by elections and their small majority 
haa become smaller still; it has now 
dwindled down to fourteen or fifteen. On 
the whole the prospects of tho Liberal gov 
ornment at the cloao of tho year are by no 
moans cheeriug. 

One of tho remarkable events in Great 
Britain during the year was the opening of 
the Manchester Ship CanaL This wonder- 
ful work is ft monument of eommei ciul enter 
priee and a marvel of engineering skill. It 
is to bo hoped that it will provo uo uneful 
und aa profitabio ua its projectors expect. 
Tho Tower Bridge, which tho Prince of 
Wales opened during the year, ahowa what 
modern engineera can do if they have money 
enough to carry out what they deaign, 

AFFAIRS IN BCROPK. 
I'oaco haa roigued in Continental Kuropo 
during tho year. The groat powers have 
kept up and enlarged and elaborated their 
great military oatabiiahmcntH, but they have 
not ventured to use them in any other way 
than to ahow tbeir neighbors that 
they were ready for battle if they 
were provoked to fight. Deluded 
and desperate men have in almost every 
European country shown that thoy ore pro- 
pared to resort to tho moat horrible moans 
to carry out their iloaigna, Tho unurchlatn 
have been aatoniahii'itiy hold in Erunoo, in 
Germany, in Austria, in Belgium, in Italy, 
in Spain, and they have found their w.iy 
into Eogland. They have committed out- 
rages most of whioh ib would appear hud no 
other object than to cauio terror and to de- 
stroy life. Bomba were exploded In many 
places where innocent peraoua, who could not 
poBBibly have Injured anyone, wore oxpoa- 
ed to danger. The Freaident of tho Ro- 
publlo of France waa atabbed by ono of 
those bloodthuraty wrotohof, and another 
attenipted tho lifo of tho I'rltno Miniuter of 
Itoly. These men scorn to bo oarolesa of 
their own Uvea, and thoy apparently see no 
wiokednoea In tho Crimea thoy commit. They 
are the fanatics of murder. They glory Jn 



the outrages they perpetrate, and tbey meet> 

death on the soaffold without a tremor. 
Funiahment does not appear to deter them. 
Stringent laws have been passed against 
them in France and other countriea, 
and the suspected anarchist is cloao- 
ly watched by the polioe. Anaroh- 
fats have their propaganda and 
they have thair misalnnurios in almost 
every country. Weeeo that ttiore are some 
of them preaching their abominable doc 
ttinea in the United States to-day. The 
rise and progreaa of Anarchy Is ono of tho 
most singular of the social phenomena of our 
day. We have a better opinion of human 
nature than to boliove that it will o/er be- 
oome more formidable than It has been 
during the past year. 

SOCIALISTIC INI l-l KNCK, 

Socialism haa made steady progress dur- 
ing the year. In Germany its growth has 
been aabonishing. The Sooiallsts are there a 
strong political party. The Emperor pro- 
poses to legislate against them, but if hie re- 
presaivo lows do not provo nioro effective than 
thoao whioh were enacted in Bismarck's 
time, and which tho Man of Blood and Iron 
attempted to enforce, the labor expended in 
enacting them and attempting to carry them 
out will bo lost. In Franco tho Soolaliats 
are a recognized party in tho State, and 
they are to bo found in all tho European 
countriea. In Ruaeiu tho dtspotiein of the 
Czar has been powerful enough to prevent 
them proclaiming tbeir ekiatenoe and openly 
propagating tbeir principles, but in spite of 
his laws and the vigilance of his 
polioe tho Nihilists have sprung up 
in Russia and have extended no 
one knowa how fur. In Groat Britain, 
in Canada and in the United States there 
are Socialists, Ib is true that tbey are com- 
paratively few in nnmbera and their ioSu- 
ence is small. In those countries they aro 
perfectly free to hold their opinions and to 
propagate them if thoy can, but it does not 
appear that thoy are very succeeaful in 
making converts. From this it is perhaps 
fair to infer that freedom is not favorable to 
Sooialiam, and that the man who owns a 
little property ia not very likely to become 
a convert to the dootrioea of those who hold 
that property is robbery. 

THE OERSIAN NATION, 
The German Emperor appears still to be- 
lieve devoutly in tho divine right of kings. 
He, however, finds ib diflioult to bond the 
representatives of the people to his will. 
They hold to their opinions respecting many 
matters when it is known that bo thinks 
differently and would have them adopt hia 
views. He has had trouble with his minia- 
tors. Ho found it neoeosary to part with 
Caprivi, who appeared complai'jant enough 
to pleaae the moat oaprioioue nf Sovereigns, 
and he accepted the resignation of Count 
Eulenburg, the Premier of Pruaaia. Re- 
ports bavo reached this side of tho Atlantic 
that some of tho members of tho Reich- 
stag have not been as rospeotful or 
aa enthuslaatio in their demonstra- 
tions of loyalty as the Emperor 
considered becoming and proper in loyal 
subjeots, and it is predicted that he will be- 
foro very long have something much more 
serious to comploin of. But the young Ii'm- 
poror, though a llttlo unguurdod in hia speech 
now and then, has in the main shown him- 
self to be prudent and judieions. He, in a 
way that did bim honor, made advances to 
hia grandfather's old and faithful servant — 
tho man who made Gormany the powerful 
nation It is to-day. Biarnarok loyally and 
dutifully accepted tho overturea, and tho 
Emperor and he became reconciled. Ib is 
said that the reconciliatioD ia peraonal and 
not politioaL If this is the case, the Em- 
peror in renewing bis friendship with Bia- 
rnarok waa peif'!Ctly diainterested. For 
some time there hsd been a coolnesa be- 
tween tho late Emperor of Rusaia and the 
Emperor of Gormany. Tho estrangment 
might have been productive of serious con- 
sequences. But the German Emperor very 
judiciouaiy, abortly before the Czar's death, 
put an ond to it. He also entered into trade 
arrangements with Russia that are proving 
of advantage to both countries. Tho Em- 
peror's troubles at tbo preaent moment aro 
domestic rather than foreign. 

I KANUE AT HOME AND AliKOAl). 

France has been tolerably quiet during 
the year. It has bad its political 
troubles, but tbey have not been 
very aerloua. The crises in the Chamber 

of doputioa havo not been more lr((|uont 
than usuj.l. Not, inoro tluin two govorn- 
monts havo boon smaDhBd during the year — 
that of Casimir Forrior and that of M 
Dupuy. After the assassination of Presi- 
dent Carnot, Caaimir Feriier waa elected 
his BuooesBor. The disagreement with the 
Government of Madagascar caused a littio 
eicitemonb. When the Ilovaa rejeoteei the 
ultimatum of Franco tho ministry applied 
for a vole ( f credit to carry on a war with 
the recalcitrant islanders, whioh was grant- 
ed, and now the Frenoh are ready to sbovr tho 
people of Madagascar that it was nob wise 
in them to rc-jaot tho terms of protection 
offered by their representative. 

THE LAND OF THE ROMANOFF. 

The untimely death of tho Emperor of 
Russia caused a feeling somewhat akin to 
oonaternation in Kuropo. Alexander had 
been a friend of p-'aoii, and ib was feared 
that his successor might listen to the advice 
of Russian jingoes and set Europe in a 
flame. Bub it appears that the young Czar 
io as peaceably iuolined as his father was, 
and it ia buliovod that ho ia much more 
tolerant and liberal. The woddiug that 
was celebrated bo Eoon after the funeral 
shows that even Czara and Princesses are 
not as free to observe what are 
conaiderod tho proprieties as private 
persona. It ia to bo hoped that tho mar- 
ingo that took place under such mournful 
auapicea will bo a. happy ono. Ruasia ap- 
pears in tho past year to havo been fairly 
proaperoua. It haareoovered from tbo effeota 
of the famine with whioh it was afUio ed two 
yeara ago. The oholera atill lingera there 



and aeeroa ib' have become endemio in some 

of the diatrlots of Rusaia. During the past 
summer thab dread diaoaso broke oub in 
several parts of Europe, bub its ravages 
though in some places serious were nob from 
a national point of view alarming, A very 
oonsiderable aeotion of the eaatera end of 
the Ruaslan Palisifio Bailwty waa completed 
and opened for traffio juBb before the year 
ended and another year may aee this great 
undertaking far on the road to completion. 

CHINA AND .lAl'AN. 

The war between Japan and China has 
moot likely opened the eyea of tho Ruasian 
Government to the neoeaaity of having bet- 
ter and more rapid meana of oommnnication 
with tho P^ciSc coaat than it now enjoys, 
Tliero ia no indioation aa yet that Rusaia 
desires to interfere actively in tho fight that 
ia now going on between theao two Eastern 
nations, but it ia easy to sec that 
If either her intereat or her policy re- 
quired her to do so a railroad across the oon- 
tinont of Asia would greatly facilitate her 
operations. Tho neoossity for having Rua- 
iiian potaeasions in tho Far East better pro- 
tected than they now are may arise sooner 
than anyone a few months ogo hud any idea 
of. There ia no telling what use Japan will 
make of her auoceas in the present war, and 
of the powers she ia now known to posaeaa 
Tho rise of a strong naval and military 
power in Eiatern Asia ia what no ono ap 
pears to havo calculated upon. Tho mod- 
ernization of Japan was looked upon with 
interest not unmixed with amazement by 
tho peoples of the West, but not the moat 
far seeing, we venture to aay, havo dreamt 
that tho development of what ia to all in- 
tents and purposes 

A NItW NATION 
would bo aa rapid and aa coniploto aa it has 
proved to be. Japan has as ib were rlaen 
out of the aea fully armed at all pointa, and 
has shown faerRf>1f to be a power whoae 
movementa must be taken into account by 
tho nations wh i ''avo poaseaaiona and valu- 
alilo commercial interests to jjroscrvo and 
advance in Entru Asia. The pro- 
gross of the war between Japan und China 
haa been a continued surprise to people 
in all parts of the world. At first it was 
believed that Japan waa foolishly audaoloua 
in attacking a nation ao greatly her superior 
in numbers and in wealth os China. Ib was 
confidently prediotod thab Japan might at 
the beginning of the war win a battle or 
two, but that when China waa fairly roneed 
and bad time to put forth her Immeoae 
atrength, she would overpower her bold but 
small aesailant by the mere force of num- 
bers. But tho result has shown that there 
wore no good grounds for those predictions. 
China h:" proved to be the weakest and the 
moat helplesa of nationa. She was not in a 
poaition to offer any effective reaiatanoe to 
the Japansae, and she ia not likely to be. 
Tho reaources of men and money that were 
talked about have no cxiatence, or rather 
tho

haa been so stupid, and -her ayatem of gov- 
ernment 80 olnmay and ao ineffective that 
tbey are not in the day of need available, 
Little Japan haa always at the points of 

contaot proved herself to bo stronger and 
bolter prepared than her bulky and moat 
unwieldy antagonist. Now, at the end of 
tho year, after a campaign of soarcely more 
then five montha, China la proatrate at the 
feet of Japan, who ia in a position to 
dictate what terma abe pleaaea. Great 
Britain and tho United States havo 
shown a dispoaition to interpose 
their good offices between tho contending 
nations in tho Intoresta of peace, but Japan 
very naturally conaiders the interpoaitlon 
of either of them nnneoeasary. She feels 
that ahe ia in a poaition to act independently 
and appears detormintd that no Western 
nation shall be permitted to deprive her of 
the fruits of her victoriea. The war he 
tweon China and Japan, and tho appoaranoo 
of the latter nation as a military and naval 
power of no inconaiderable atrongth, appear 
to be the moat important events in the record 
of the year 1894. 

OUR DNITED STATES NEIOHBOES. 
Tho year in the United States has boon on 
eventful one in many reepccta. The country 
has during its progrofa Bulferod from com- 
mercial Btringoncy of almost unptiralleled 
severity. Tho dulness of trade gave rise to 
many and aerioua diaordera. Tho citiea of 
the country from San Francisco to Naw 
York teomcd with unemployed mon and 
women. Many of those unfortunate people 
blamed tho Government for their mis 
fortuneo and looked to tho Government for 
rolief. Tho Governmonb was, they held, 
bound to give them work. Thia idea work 
log In the minda of impotuoua but ill 
inatruo'ed men gave rise to a Bingular 
movement. It entered Into tho head 
of an enthusiast named Coxoy that 
tho griovancoa of tho unemployed 
would nob bo redressed until an 
army of men oub of work, one hundred 
thogsand strong, appeared before the Capitol 
in Washirgton with a petition for relief. 
Thia was afterwards called by someone a 
petition in boots. The schorno had atlrac- 
tiono for iriany ot tho unemployed in dilfor- 
ent parta of tho country, and they usaembled 
in bauds and began tbeir march to Wash- 
ingtou. They hud no money, no meana of 
tranaport and no food, yet in thia deatitnte 
condition contlDgonts of

began march of thousands of niiloa. Thoy 
depended for support aolely on the sympathy 
and tho kindnesa of tho inhabitants cf the 
states through Whioh they were to march. 
Theae hordes of deatitute wanderers mot 
with the sympathy thoy calculated upon. 
Collootioi a wiro made for thoin in the towns 
and cities on tho route. Tiny do not appear 
to havo BufForod muoh for want of food, but 
thoy soon found that distanoea were much 
longer in reality than they wore in linagin- 
alion. Tbey became wearied, and when the 
railway cqmpaniea refuaed to carry -them 
they took trains by force. Thia appeata to 



have been almost the only crime that the 

deluded men committed. The offence eauld 
not ba overlooked, and after a while the law 
was put in force against Eeveral of tho bands. 
Coxey and a few others, however, with a 
handful of the Industrial Army, reached 
Washington. They, did nob overawe 
Congress. They treated as vaga- 

bon ^nd prciecni.Ka for trespassing on 
Govcrnmeot grounds. Coxoy and a few of 
tho leading men were sontenood to a short 
period of imprisonment and the ormy of in- 
dustry ignominiously dissolved. It was for- 
tunate for Coxey and hia lieutenanlsa that 
hia scheme failed, for if he had appeared at 
the head of u hundred thousand men at 
Waahington to overawe and ooerce Congress 
it would be tho intereat of law-abiding citi- 
zouB in every part cf the United States to 
compel him by forcible means to abandon his 
purpose. If CoDgreaa could be compelled to 
listen to a " petition in boota " and coerced 
into granting ita prayer, Government in the 
United States would become a good deal 
worse than a sham. Tho movement was a 
moat aingular one, and oven its partial sue- 
ceaa gives one not a very favorable view of 
tho state oi; public opinion in many parta of 
tho United States. , 

TUE GREAT STRIKES. 

The hard times, too, were the cause of 
strikes in many parts of tho United States, 
some of thorn widespread and very serious. 
In Colorado the strike of tho minora 
assumed almost tho proportions of a civil 
war. The -State authorities appeared to be 
neither able nor willing to put down 
the diaorder, and it was found 
neceaaary to call in the aid of 
the Federal troops. The great railway 
strike was, however, the moat eoriou8,of tho 
dieturbancea in tho United States lual year. 
Ib was wbab was called a " sympathotiu 
strike," and aeema to have been deliberately 
entered into for tho express purpose of test- 
ing tbe strength of Labor iu a couteab with 
Capital. Ib waa evidently regarded In this 
light by tho railway companies, and thoy 
united to resist tho demands of tho strikers. 
As our readers know, aerioua diaordera wore 
committed and much valuable property de- 
stroyed, buaioesB over a very laig s aroa tras 
greatly impeded, and hundroda of thouaanda 
suffered great inoonvenienoo and not: a few 
considerable losa. Bub publio opinion in the 
United Statea was ogainob the strikers und 
they found that it was impossible to fight 
BuocesefuUy against tbe moral sense of the 
community, Tbe strikerB, though they 
continued the contest for some little time 
aftertbere could have been nohopeofaucceap, 
at last acknowledged themselves defeated 
Eugene Debs and Bome of tho other leaders 
of tbe atrike were afterwards prosecuted for 
violating tbe law and were sentenced to aiz 
montha' impriaoument. But the great lea- 
aon whioh tbe atrikera learned, it appeara 
to us, ia that tbey oannot ex- 
pect to succeed in any auoh contest 
as they then provoked, when tho sympathy 
and the sense of juatioe of tho community 
are againat them. There are forces whioh, 
though quiet in their working, are ao strong 
aa to be abaolutely IrreaiBtiblc. Tho firm 
stand and tho prompt action taken by Presi- 
dent Cleveland while the railway strike was 
going on rained him in tbe estimation cf all 
right-thinking and law-abiding man. He 
established the principle that tbe Federal 
Governaient has the right to interfere to 
suppreaa diaorder and to vindioate the law 
In any State, even when tbe State authori- 
ties are opposed to such interference. It 
doea not appear ua yet that the cause of La- 
bor haa been in the least advanced in the 
United States by tho action taken by some 
of the leaders of Labor, or by i he violence 
and tbe diaorderiy conduct of many who be- 
lieved.tbat they were aaaertiog the ilghta of 
Labor. 

FISCAL MATTEUS. 

The progrces of tariff legislation by Con- 
gress was watched with interest not only by 
the people of the United States but by those 
of Great Britain, Canada and many other 
countries. The House of Representatives 
attempted in good faith to carry out tbe 
pledges of the Demooratio party. Tho Wil 
son bill was, perhaps, as great an advance 
towards froo trade and a tariff for revenue 
only as could be made with any 
appearance of prudence and with 
any consideration for interesta which 
the Government had established and aedn 
lously fostored. liub tho Senate believed 
that tho HouBO had gone a great deal too 
far in tho direction ot froo trade, and ita 
rnembors, Democrats as well as Republicans, 
set to work to make the bill more protec- 
tive. When it was sent down to the House 
of Represontativoa it was so tranaforinod 
that its author could not rccogni7:o it. Some 
of tho Democrats protceteii feebly against it, 
but it waa aoon found that public opinion in 
almoot every part of the Union was on tho 
aide of tho Senate and the flouae was fain 
to accept the Senate's bill as it atood. The 
elections that took place in November clear 
ly ohowed that tho people approved of whot 
tho Sunulu hud dune and diaapprovod of 
what tho House of lioproaentativea had at- 
tempted to do, Tbe Demooratio majority 
in thab House waa eompletely wiped out. 
It is seldom, that a politioal victory is so 
oomploto aa that of tho Republioaoa in tho 
United StalcB, Tho passage of the tariff 
hill haa done away with tho uncertainty 
whioh paraly/, ;d businesa in the States bo 
long, and the improvemonb that haa taken 
place since then can hardly be attributed to 
any other cause. 

THE DOMINION OF CANADA 

has, daring tho past your, pursued tho 
even tenor of ita way. It has boon, accord- 
ing to tho times, fairly prosperous and it 
has been very peuotful, Ko disquieting 
(jucetions have diaturbed ita iobabiiants, 
und thoy have not been agitated or alarmed 
by troublesome mnvetnonts of any kind. 
Canadians, like the people of every other 
civilizjd osuDtry, have felt the preaaure of 
tbe prevailing bard timea, bat thia haa not

GENERAL BOOTH'S VISIT. 

The Leader of the Salvation Army 
Will Arrive lu Victoria To- 
Morrow Afternoon. 



Ke Will Speak on "Darliest Engr- 
land"— fablie Beceptioa at 
the City flaU. 



To-morrow tbo Salvation Army with 
colors Hying andbanda playing will turnout 
to inent Oonorai Booth, who comes to make 
a two daya' atay iu Victoria. 

Wm. Booth waa born in Nottingham 
April 10, 1829 At the age ot 16 he 
took a teligious tnm and joined the Meth' 
odista. He was promoted to local teacher 
two years later, buti ill health prevented bia 
offering himsoll for the minialry when bo 
was 19. In 1849 ,ho removed to London 
In 1851 a violent controversy arose between 
the Woaleyan Society and what was then 
called the reform movement. This nlti 
mately led him to cast io his lot with the 
Reformers, who most enthusiastically wol 
comod him. Ho waa, after a little while, 
relieved from circuit duty and aot apart as 
an evangclibt. Kcinatkablo rosultH attended 
bis labors. Hundreds of people were con 
viated of sin and Bought salvation, while 
earnest appeals fur hia aervicoa came pour- 
ing in from all over tho country. During 
tills period ho married Miaa Catharine 
Mumford, who in ufior years waa to be- 
come known aa tho " Mother of tbo Salva- 
tion Army." 

From ISU4 Cinncral l!)oth gradually 
evolved the Salvation Army from what waa 
known first aa tho Chriaiian Miislon, u little 
band of workers under hia leadership. In 
1S78 ;ho first War Congress was hold and tho 
Christian Mieo on passed out of existence, 
giving place to tho Army. There are to-day 
in tbo Army over 11,000 oiiictrs and 1,990 
corps, carrying on operations in 37 diff.'rent 
countries and colonies. General Booth 
while in Victoria will ipeak upon bis " D.»rk- 
est England " scheme, which ho preBonted in 
a book that has oi>u"od a stir throuubout tho 
ol-'ilizod world. This work ia a social one, 
comprising sbeltei, priaon gate and reecuo 
homos, labor bureaus, salvation workshops, 
social farms, eto , and besnn in London ia 
spreading ttlmoat everywhere, os Is shown 
by the following fisorea : Slum poata, 176; 
Rescue homes, 308 ; food depots, 21 ; sbel- 
tors, 33 ; farm oolonies, 6 ; total nightly ac- 
commodation for the homeleaa, 4 850.

Fromisiug Cbaracte'r— The Placers 
of Uld Cariboo. 

The Wnndprfnl Kooteuay Country— 
LatebC Aiivici'M From the Yukou 
-ShipmeutH of BuUiou. 

The revivul of ihe nohl mining industry 
aud tho euccesti'ul bogiuning of the nilver 
miniDK industry are amply domonatraMd 
by the roBoIts of the year jaat olosed. 

It has been the privilogo of tho Colonist 
for the past six or aovon years to draw at- 
tention to tho poBslbllities of profitably 
mining tlio plaaera of Cariboo on on ex- 
tensive soalo, and also to urge the prospect- 
log of the many promislDg distriots to the 
East and North of the famous gold-pro- 
duoing Btreama having their centre at 
Barkorvillo. During iho past year it) haa 
been shown that tho early miners of iheao 
orooka only took from their depths what 
gold was ottdily sooured, for it was not poa- 
siblo to introduce machinery or pay for labor 
ah thp then pries to work ground wliioh to- 
day la regarded aa rich. Mining on tho 
yuuauuUf, uu ilio liurbi-Uy and tliu tjroipeot- 
ing on Btreama in tho neighborhood of 
Bivrkorvillo aud eluowhcro havo furniohod 
evidence of tho great wealth yot to be 
taken from those plaooa, and au iuipolua 
has been given to gold mining that bids fair 
to produce grand roaullB. lliit ic ia not iu 
old Cariboo alone that tho aoarch lor 
gold has reoomnionced. In almoat every 
other district in theprovinoo there haa been 
mora or leas activity in thia direction. 
Compaaies have leiksed ground and river bed 
atOBg tha Fraaer from the famed Hill's Bar, 
below Yale, to the northern bend of tho 
river and bben south again to its head 
waters, for hydraulio and dredging pur 
poaea. A wealthy [ayndioate of EiaternAmori- 
cana have united and oonatruoted a dredg- 
ing apparatus at a ooat of over $100, OUO, 
which is now placed at Lytton, and it is ex 
peoted will suooessfully raise the gold from 
tho river bottom, Thia ia a branch of min- 
ing that has been seldom attempted in this 
province, ai d never beJore euooetsfully. 

Tho Big Bind placoia, north of Revel- 
Btoko, have also rccjivod attention, and sty. 
era! drift itig efforts have returned good pro- 
fits, la left Yale and in tho two Koole- 
nayo a lair uniount of gold haa been oeourod 
from tho plaocra. At Lctoh river, and out 
of several atreama flowing tcto the Alberni 
canal, on Vaccouver ialaud, email amounts 
of gold have been taken. Tho increase in 
plactT mining, however, has obii fly been in 
Cariboo, and tho success so far attained, 
the large amount of incoming capital, 
rad the preparatlona made for li>Oo 
watr&nb the prophesy that this 
year will show an outjut of gold which will 
certainly renob Into the aeven figures again. 
(The need of cheaper and more rapid oom- 
munioation wtth the gold districts has 
aerioualy retarded ttieir development. 
Goods from Aahoroft to Birkervilte still 
cost $120 par ton. It ia promised, however, 
that this diaabillty will shortly be removed; 
and, railway communication, bringing with 
it cheap supplies and labor, the field for 
gold miniag in Cariboo aud northwards is 
illimitable. Its development will furnish 
many thousands with v/ork and add many 
millions to tho wealth of British Columbia. 

But it is not only tho placer mines which 
have produced gold this year. Tho quartz 
deposits have furnished a small proportion 
of tho inoreaaed returns of gold shipments. 
This is true principally of thoao minea lying 
in the aouth-eastern part} of Yale diatriot 
near the boundary lino. A ton-atamp mill 
at Camp Mv Kinney (Rook orutk) haa given 
an average of $300 per day in free gold, 
with the returna from tho ooncentratea yot 
to|ciim6 in, 'I'hore are oxtonaivo ledges at thia 
point, and at various other oampa oaatward 
to the Columbia workiLg tetta of the rook 
have shown equally good results. Trail 
Creek, in Southwest Koo^enay, possessea o 
very promising goldj Sold, the returns of 
rook treated running into tho many 
hundreds per ton. Initio Big liend, li*at 
Kootenay, Lillooet and Cariboo distriots are 
mines of known riohness, which only await 
praotioal development to ensure profitable 
retnnia. The same ia true of the gold quartz 
deposits in Alberni district. Ic is under- 
stood that Eagliah capital is now being in- 
terested to work quartz mines in Cariboo 
and East Kootenay, and next year nay see 
great progress iu this branch otgold mining. 
Another gold mining diatriot which may 
thia year bo opened to tho minors and trad- 
era of thia p i:vi .co ia that known as the 
Yukon gold tiulds. For many yeara thia 
waa reported aa within Amoricin territory, 
l)ut tho oxplor iliona ( f tho Dominion gov- 
ernment III. i tho rnportu of minora, have 
ahoivn th.' i i-i within Canadian jurisdic- 
tion- A roiul ia heioK Burveyed, a railway 
charter 13 h ing applied for, and thia ex- 
tenaive region will aoou bo aoceF-Hlblo from 
thia provmco. Tho lutlera i f Captain 
William Mooro roceiitly publiolied, give 
moBt interoi?ting information about ihiu 
little known region, all knowlodgo of which 
gooB to show that it may prove a eccond 
Cariboo or Cassiar. The returna from the 
various gold commissioners are not yot 
available, and tho gold shipmenta, furniah- 
od by Mr. Worlock, agent of Wells Fargo, 
do not embrace tho total shipmenta from tho 
province, moat of the Lower Vale gold find- 
ing a market at Marous, Wn, The figures, 
however, show a most) Batiafaotory increase 
over tboae of 1893. Following is the state- 
ment of (xDorta uf gold dnat and bullion re- 
ported by Wells, Fargo & Co. :

They find that the men qualifiod to estimate 
the Intelleotnal eodowmenta of those with 
whom they come in contact had formed a 
very high opinion of Sir John Thompson's 
capabilities as a atatesmnn. They saw in 
him tho qualities that constitute greatness, 
and thoy have given free expression to the 
judgment they had formed of him. What 
hia moral qaalitiea were, Canadians need 
not be told. The universal testimony of all 
who knew the late Premier ia that he was a 
good man— good in the best and highest 
sense. Tho Memoirs of Sir John Macdon- 
ald, which were recently published, are cal- 
oulated to mako Canadians better acquainted 
with another of their great men. Sir John 
Maodonald's reputation as a atateaman and 
his character aa a man have noo saSered 
when light ia brought to bear on hia inner 
life. Tho publioation of the Memoirs by 
Mr. Pope deserves a place in tho record of 
the events of tho year that has juat euded. 

llIiTTlSIl COI.U.MIUA. 

In tho Province of British Columbia tho 
year has net been nneventfuL Muoh has 
been done in it to develop the mineral re- 
sources of the country. There ia now no 
uncertainty aa to the richness of tho Koot- 
enay diatriot. There are many who say 
that its silver deposit! are more valuable 
and of greater extent than those of any 
mining distriot on the oontiDent. Thia may 
perhaps be an exaggeration, bat it la certain 
thot the more that ia known of the country 
the higher ia tho opinion that is formed of 
tho value and extent of its mineral reaouroea. 
U haa also been tlnwn lately thai aa a gold 
hold it is likely to be singularly productive. 
Attention haa been paid to the agricultural 
capabilities of the Province and it i] found 
•-hat they are greater than was generally 
acppoeed. Thoao who know tho Province 
Bay that there ia (;altivutuhlo land onough 
in it to supply many ti'nea ila preaont popu- 
lation with all tho ftrm produce, including 
meat, that tbey need. 

The Frasor River flooda caused muoh 
alarm, and their extent and tho injury thoy 
did wore greatly exiiggoratod. There is 
reason to buliovo that by this tiiiio next 
year thero will bo h^irdly a trace of those 
ravages loft. Tho Provincial Government did 
a great deal toward alleviating the distreaa 
ciuaed by tho floods, and many of tho 
sufferers were aasisted by private liberality. 
There were those, it appears, who expected 
that the Govorjment and the general public 
would put tho auflferore in as good or per- 
hapa a better poiiition than they wuru bo- 
foro tho floods came. Thoao woro of courao 
disappointed. It is hardly to ba regretted 
that thoao who tried to mako capital out of 
their misfortune did not fare ao well as thoy 
hoped and oxpootod, 

I'HOVIhX'IAI. KLK0TI0.V8. 

Tho rcault of tho General Election showed 
that much of tho labor of those who worked 
hard to mako the people boliovo that tho 
gentlemen who form the present Govern- 
ment are their enemies was in vain.

THE BRITISH PACIFIC. 

A Brief Ri-feronci! to tlio Kxti>nt, iind CUiir- 
acler of llio Country Tliroui;li 
Which It Will i'liBS. 

No undertftking tliat has over boon 
proposed, or ia likoly to bo for inniiy 
years to comu, is of greater iniportmico 
to this I'rovincu tliim the TJiitish Pacilic 
railway, the early construction of which 
apjio.ir.-i to bo well assured. A transcon 
tiriLMitiil railway, with its fcermiuus at 
Victoria, opening for settlement the val- 
uable farniinj? lands of Vancouver lalrnd, 
furnishing the shortest route to the great 
cattle ra,n<403 niul fortilo bottom lands of 
the Middle Mainland, iiiteraeci ing the yet 
largely uiiLxploited goldlielda of Cariboo 
and travei-ding the ehi)ico8t belt of the Can- 
adian prairie region to Winnipeg, has 
been looked forward to ever aince British 
Columbia cast in her lot with the Dom- 
inion. Thise be.=jr. informed as to the 
resources of the country have boon unani- 
mous as to the superiority of this route 
over all others for a ijreat commercial and 
coloniz/Uion artery. It is not necessary 
now to re fer to the considerations which 
led to the selection o' a more .southerly 
route for the Canadian Pacific That 
railway has been and always will bo a 
groat factor in the develupmont of Can- 
ada ; it has an immense territory directly 
tributary to it, rich in natural wealth and 
certain to be the home of populous and 
prosperous ccmmuni' ios. We do not de- 
tract from tho iiiimeasurablo value of that 
msgniliceiit system, but simply recognize 
tho°puBsil)iliti(!3 of our own province and 
tho prairio country, when we say that tho 
Canadian Pacilic leaves largely untouched 
the best part of the vast region which it 
was intended to develop. 

Since the C.P.R. was completed sev- 
eral propositions have been befOi-e tho 
public, looking to tho construotiou of a 
road over the more northoily and prefer- 
able route. Tho British Pacific project 
took shape about three years ago, its 
realization being rendered possible by the 
far-seeing and liberal policy inaugurated 
by the late Premier Robson and second- 
ed by Premier Davio and his colleagues. 
It haj boon said of tho late .Sir John Mac- 
donaW. that, if lio had left no other monu- 
ment to his statesmanship than tho Can- 
adian Pacific railway his fame would be 
enduring. But great aa were the ability 
to plan and the courage to carry out that 
enterprise, the policy which shall load 
to the construction of the British Pacific 
will be worthy of at least equal honor. 

Tho condition of tho world's money 
market at tho time the British Pacific 
project was launched was not favorable to 
new enterpribos. Other causes, into the 
nature of which it is not worth while now 
to enter, retarded the promotion of tho 
enterprise, but it is now hoped that all 
obstiicles may soon be surmounted and 
that tlie necessary financial urrangemonts 
may bo made for tho company to shortly 
submit to the ))ublic their plana, whereby, 
before tho century ends, Victoria will bo 
the terminus of a now transcontinental 
road, which in all that guos to make a 
radway successful will be without a rival 
among the transcontinental lines. Three 
of the principal considerations in this 
coniitction aro : 

Cheapness of construction and conae- 
(jueutly oomuaratively low capitalization ; 

Shortness of distance between the tw > 
oceans ; 

Natural wealth of tho territoi^ directly 
tributary to it. 

The limits of this article prevent the 
full presentation of tht-ae features of the 
■froiiiiacMl railway, mid they can only be 
touclieil iijjon ineidentally in connection 
with the ph.aaes in wliicli this railway 
ooniiiiends Itself t.) the people of liritish 
Columbia as a distinctively provincial 
undertakiucc. The British Columbi* leg- 
islature can only deal with tho H itish 
Pacific as a line wiihin the province. 
When the prnviiicial boundary i.s reached 
the p()Wors of tlie legislature aro e.\lwusL- 
od. The Britisli Pacilic will thorofore be 
!i provincial project, novertlielea.s it ]irc- 
sents itself under more than merely prov- 
incial aspects. It may properly be re- 
garded as : 

A part of a tranacoiitineiita! system ; 

.■\ trunk line from whicli >'iirtherii 
British Ui'lunibia, tho Canadian North- 
west and IJio Vuk<jn region of Alaska aa 
well aa of Canada will Ijo opened up ; 

A local road whence convenient access 
will be afforded to the most valuable parts 
of the province, and from which its vast 
mineral, forest, agricultural and pastoral 
resources can be developed in the easiest 
posiibU; way. 

'I'lie last named jihaso of tho project 
may be liraL brielly touchedupon : Ynn- 
couver Island is not much less in are.i 
than Nova Scotia. There is a surjirising 
similarity in tho nature of their re»pec- 
livo resources and advantages. Coal, 
iron and gold aro among tiie luiiioral de- 
posits of both ; both have much forest 
wealth ; both have a large aie;i of fertile 
land ; both have their cliiiiato tempered 
by a groat ocean current ; both aro 
bordered by waters teeming with tho 
choicest food fishes, and both hold a com- 
manding gec.graiihical position in respect 
to the ocean which waslioa their shores. 
The luiiieral resources of Vancouver la- 
land are not yet by any means fully 
known, but they arc fully cipial to that of 
the Atlantic ijrovince. The forests of 
Nova Scotia aro not comparahU) in extent 
and value to those of the Island. 

Concerning tho agricultural capabilities 
of the two localities tho available d)ln 
aro not suHicient for comparison, and 
those of Nova Scotia can only bo closely 



apiiro.\iinated. Fully utilized uiidori)rea- 
ent methods of cultivation, tlioy would be 
e(|Uil to tho reiiuiremonts of more than 
half a million people. Whether the 
ca| acity of Vancouver Island ia greater 
or less than this cannot be determined 
until exploration has disclosed tho full 
area of cultivable land. It may bo con- 
coded to be leas but experience will show 
that in Vancouver Island, as in ovory 
other new country, thousands of acres 
which tlio first settlers regard as worthlesa 
for agriculture are in fact of groat value 
in this respect. One need not go further 
away f( r proof of this than the neighbor- 
ing State of Washington, the western part 
of wliich closely r sooibles Vancouver 
Island. Nova Scotia has a population of 
■150,01)0, from which figures can bu form- 
ed some idea of what may be looked for- 
ward to aa the ultimate development of 
this Island. That the construction of 
a considerable portion of its imiiii lino, 
and later on of branch lines, by the 
British Pacific and a liberal policy in 
dealing with its land grant will lead to 
tho speedy advanonieiit of the Island's 
prosperity is not open to (question. 

On tho Mainland the territory which 
may bo regarded as imniediatoly tributary 
to tho British Pacific may bo oBtimated 
at 00,000 square miles. In this no 
account is taken of the area naturally 
tributary to tho Canadian Pacific, nor 
any part of that vast region within tho 
Province on bot;h sides of the Rocky 
Mountains and north of tho latitude of 
Fort George. 'J'lie forest and pastoral 
area within this (iO,000 sciuare miles ia 
enormous and of almost iiicalculablo 
value. Included in it is the Cariboo gold 
mining country, concerning which it is 
safe to say that railway communication 
alone is needed to inaugurate an era of 
prosperity unexampled in its history. 
With proper transportation facilities the 
hydraulic and (juartz luiiies of Cariboo 
will furnish employment to thousandj of 
men for an indefinite period. The con- 
struction of the railway in the first place 
and mining development later will give a 
grant impetus to the aottiomont of tho 
farming tracts in the Central Mainland. 
Comjilete data as to tho oxteni, of these 
is not presently available, but the latest 
explorations warrant a minimum estimate 
of 2,000,000 acres within the limited nroa 
now being considered. Exclusive of 
pasturage the average area of tillable 
land utilized in Canada is equal to five 
acres per head of the p<>pulation. Tho 
known tillable area within tho Briti.fh 
Pacific iniraediato Mainland territory 'a, 
therefore, equal to the needs of a large 
population. 

Concerning the soLtleiuont of tho till- 
able land to be openeil by tho railway 
two points may bo made : It will be the 
interest of the company to unite with 
tho province in a conijireheiiaivo coloniza- 
tion system, and the increasitn; scarcity 
m the United States of good farm land 
open for settlement will render it a much 
easier matter than it has over been to 
attract settlors to our fertile acres. 

As to the British Pacific as a trunk 
from which the vast regions far to the 
iS'orth will bo developed, it is not possible 
in thia article to go iiit(j detail.s. I'lio 
Coait papers have during the l»Ht year had 
much to say of tho future of the ^ ukon 
valley, and this great region forma only 
a comparatively small jiart of tho little 
known land lying north of the 54th 
parallel of latitude. 

Of tho triiiacontinental aspect of the 
liritiah Pacilic little can bo said in the 
space available. From Victoria to Winni- 
peg tho road will pass through a Irallic- 
producing country for practically the 
whole distance. It will be the shortest,, 
least expensive and most easily maintained 
railway " from ocean to ocean," and on 
the completion of tho llud.'son's Bay rad- 
way will be without a possible rival in 
])nint of distance, during the Reason of 
navig'ition of 1 1 udsoii'a strait, f(.r Irallic 
betwei'ii (Ireat l>n ain and the ( Irieiit. 

Such is a brief and very imperfect out- 
line of the British Pacific railway project. 
It is an undertaking which it is inipossi- 
l)lo to intelligently contemplate without 
eiit.huaiiisiii. It is not merely an eiitor- 
l<risi! for tlie Hdvancenieiit of a particular 
section. Its iiicopti'/ii will send a new 
thrill of life through every avenue of 
British Columbia's induatriea. Its com- 
pletion will inaugurate a now era for 
Canada, and tke finished line, uniting tlu! 
two oceans by tho shortest and best 
route, will bo a new factor in tho great- 
ness of the glorious Empire after with it 
has boon so happily named.

A year ago the Colovist intimated that 
the pruepeota of the British Columbia ooal 
trade were of a very promiaing niluro, 
though finanoial and commerolul disturb- 
ances had seriously affeoted bunlnesa 
throughout tho continent. As the sabjoin- 
ed fieuros show thosa antlcipationa hava 
been realized, though not to the extent thub 
tho nioro sauguino of tho oporalors had ox- 
poctod. Tho siiino disturbicg olenionts 
have, to a certain extent, been at work to 
cause a glut on tho market, wbioh was only 
remedied by a rednotioo in the ootput of 
coal for whioh provision had been made by 
the Now Vanoouver Coal Co,, tbe complete 
shutting down of the Eist Wellington and 
Northfield mines, and for some 
time reduolog tho working hours. 
Tho final result, however, has been 
that the three working collieries of tbe 
provlnoe— the VVollingtoo, tbe New Van- 
couver and tho Union — turned out 982.237 
tons, against 847, GCO tons, the product 
ia tho procoding yo»r of tho coi- 
lierina mentioned, together with 'JO,OUO 
tons from ICnat Welliugcon. Tho now tiirllf 
Uw in thu Uaitod States is ca'calated to 
opon an extonaivo markoC In iliu S 'und 
C'ties, v/boro b)th tho Wellington and New 
Vdiioouvor e )ul ia uuccenafully eompetiog 
with that; of the Statu of Waahington. It is 
worth remarking that further ii-stu of ihu 
product of thn Union minos by United 
States navttl ofiioiuls have shown that tho 
c lal of thia provinoo is away ahead of that of 
tho U S. Pe.oiUo Couat, both ou the fcoro of 
economy and freedom from oxplosione. Sub- 
j jinod is thd statuiripnt for the year 1894 of 
tho output of the Wellington, Union and 
Now Vauoouvor oollierios :
